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Th?  Lull    befor?  the  Storm. 

There  is  a  great  deal  of  worldly  wis- 
dom in  the  tactics  of  the  Nationalist 
Party.  They  do  not  forget  the  old  motto 
which  tells  them  that  there  is  a  time  for 
everything-,  and  everything1  in  its  proper 
time;  a  time  to  be  quiet,  and  a  time  to 
make  a  row;  a  time  to  assume  the  ill- 
fitting-  g-arments  of  preachers  of  the 
"  Gospelof  Love,"  and  a  time  to  preach 
intimidation,  and  to  bully  the  Govern- 
ment. Just  at  present  we  have  a  lull 
before  the  storm.  At  the  opening  of  the 
Parliamentary  Session  the  Government 
promised  big  concessions  to>  the  Nation- 
alists, who  knew  very  well  that  the  best 
way  to  defeat  its  Irish  plans  was  to  per- 
mit, for  the  time  being1,  the  increase  of 
agrarian  outrages.  There  is  a  time  to 
fawn  and  cringe,  as  well  as  to  bully  and 
threaten.  So,  as  our  columns  have  fully 
proved,  although  there  have  been  many 
agrarian  outrages  since  Parliament  met, 
yet  during  the  last  few  weeks  their 
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number  has  decreased.  The  object  of  the 
Nationalists  just  now  is  to  persuade  the 
British  people  that  Ireland  is  in  a  peace- 
ful condition,  while  to  assist  them  in 
blinding-  the  public  as  to  what  is  going 
on  (and  will"  go  on  again  more  energeti- 
cally than  ever  before  long),  the  Na- 
tionalists have  secured  a  promise  from 
the  Government  that  the  periodical  lists 
of  agrarian  outrages  in  Ireland  shall  no 
longer  be  issued.  The  result  of  this  will 
be  that  the  principal  way  in  which  the 
British  public  will  henceforth  know  all 
about  agrarian  outrages  will  be  through 
the  columns  of  GRIEVANCES  FROM  IRE- 
LAND. Meanwhile,  as  our  present  issue 
shows,  the  intimidatory,  disloyal,  and 
boycotting  work  of  the  United  Irish 
League  continues  in  full  operation,  with- 
out any  effective  check  or  hindrance  from 
the  Government. 

Agitators  like  the  leaders  of  the  Na- 
tionalists are  never  quite  happy  when 
things  are  too  quiet ;  they  feel  like  fish 
out  of  the  water.  Their  stock  of  patience 
is  soon  exhausted.  And  so  it  is  that 
we  find  them  already  restless,  tired  of 
waiting  for  the  good  things  promised  by 
the  Government.  They  have  even  begun 
to  threaten,  what  will  happen  if  they  are 
kept  waiting  much  longer.  At  a  great 
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meeting  of  the  United  Irish  League  at 
Kilteely,  on  April  2ist,  Mr.  J.  E.  Redmond 
warned  the  Government  that  rough  times 
are  coming  on. 

"  I,  to-day,"  he  said,  "  warn  Mr. 
Bryce,  and  warn  the  Irish 
Government,  that  if  they  allow  the 
Treasury  to  baulk  their  policy  and  pre- 
vent the  Estates  Commissioners  re- 
storing the  evicted  tenants  as  rapidly 
as  has  been  promised,  they  have 
trouble  in  store  for  them 
-(cheers)— and  that  the  Irish 
people  will  not  wait  much 
longer  to  make  their  resent- 
ment at  this  delay  felt. 
(Cheers.)  .  .  .  We  want  them 
to  produce  their  scheme  for  the  im- 
provement of  the  Government  of  Ire- 
land. Meantime,  we  desire  to  treat 
them  with  every  consideration  and 
every  patience,  but  we  must  insist — 
and  the  sooner  they  understand  this  the 
better — that  between  this  and  the  pro- 
duction of  their  plans  they  must  carry 
out  their  pledge  to  govern  Ireland  in 
accordance  with  Irish  ideas  in  the  spirit 
and  in  the  letter,  and  if  they  do 
not,  then  their  attempt  to 
govern  Ireland  will  be  as 
g;reat  a  failure  as  the  at- 
tempt of  any  of  their  prede- 
cessors. (Applause.)  "—Freeman's 
man's  Journal  (N.),  April  23rd,  1906. 

Even  more  explicit  were  the  threats  of 
Mr.  Conor  O 'Kelly,  M.P.,  at  a  meeting 
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held  at  Ardagh,  Co.  Mayo,  on  May 
5th.  After  referring-  to  the  conduct  of  the 
Congested  Districts  Board,  he  added:  — 
"  We  are  the  best  friends  of  Mr. 
Bryce  when  we  frankly  tell  him  that 
the  patience  of  the  people  has 
been  sadly  taxed,  and  is  well- 
nigh  exhausted,  and  that  we 
cannot  be  responsible  if  there 
is  in  the  future  any  interrup- 
tion of  the  peaceful  state  of 
thing's  that  now  prevails  in  the  West 
of  Ireland.  (Loud  cheers.)  if 
there  is  to  be  no  acceleration  of  the 
work  of  the  Board  then  let  Mr. 
Bryce  and  those  associated 
with  him  understand  that 
those  who  find  themselves  at 
this  moment  at  the  head  of 
the  people  will  be  constrained 
to  have  no  further  responsi- 
bility for  maintaining  peace 
and  order,  and  that  if  peace  and 
order  are  interfered  with  in  future  the 
blame  will  lie  largely  on  those  gentle- 
men  responsible  for  the  dilatoriness 
with  which  the  work  of  the  Congested 
Districts  Board  is  now  being-  done. 
(Loud  cheers.)  " — Western  People 
(N.),  May  i2th,  1906. 

The  Nationalist  newspapers  re-echo 
the  threats  of  Mr.  Redmond  and  Mr. 
Conor  O'Kelly,  and  therefore  there  is 
only  too  much  reason  to  fear  that  pres- 
sure, in  the  form  of  an  increased  number 
of  agrarian  outrages,  will  be  ere  long  put 
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on  the  Government,  to  "  hurry  up  "  their 
conciliatory  measures. 

Meanwhile,  it  is  well  for  our  readers 
to  bear  in  mind  that  other  Nationalist 
forces  besides  those  of  the  United  Irish 
Leag-ue  are  actively  at  work.  The  in- 
famous Clan-na-Gael  movement  is  still 
energetic,  and  in  the  United  States  has 
tens  of  thousands  of  members  working- 
for  an  Irish  Republic.  The  Sinn  Fein 
organisation  is  spreading"  rapidly  in  Ire- 
land, labouring-  for  total  separation  from 
England,  while  the  Ancient  Order  of 
Hibernians,  probably  numbering"  twice  as 
many  members  as  the  United  Irish 
League  at  home,  and  with  300,000  mem- 
bers outside  Ireland,  composed  exclu- 
sively of  Roman  Catholics,  is  throw- 
ing* all  its  energies  into  the  work  of 
aiding4  the  Nationalist  Party  in  its  mis- 
chievous operations.  With  such  forces 
at  work  it  would  be  folly  for  Loyalists 
and  Protestants  to1  gfo  to  sleep,  as  though 
there  were  no  danger,  merely  because 
just  now  there  »s  a  lull  before  the  agra- 
rian storm  begins  again. 
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Horn?  Rule  as  it  Exists  in 
Ireland. 

We  continue  this  month  our  illustra- 
tions of  Home  Rule  as  it  exists  in  Ireland 
under  Local  Government.  What  goes  on 
from  month  to  month  at  many  of  the 
meetings  is  not  calculated  to  increase 
our  confidence  in  the  wisdom  of  Nation- 
alists to  govern  their  own  miniature 
Home  Rule  Parliaments  of  the  present 
day.  If  the  members  of  Irish  public 
bodies,  at  their  meetings,  quarrel  and 
insult  one  another  in  this  outrageous 
fashion,  how  much  more  fiercely  would 
they  not  quarrel  in  a  Home  Rule  Parlia- 
ment, where  the  interests  at  stake  would 
be  national  instead  of  merely  local,  as  at 
present.

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Mr.  Chairman,  I  cannot  get  along  if  this  impu- 
dent hedgehog  is  allowed  to  interrupt  people  in 
this  way.

A  decent 
man  wouldn't  sit  in  the  same  place  as  you,  you 
sneaking  informer. 

An  altercation  followed  between  Mr.  Daly  and 
Mr.  Horan,  the  remarks  used  being  unfit  for 
publication. 

Mr.  Horan  :  I  don't  think  you  ought  to  be 
here  at  all. 

Mr.  Kelly  :  I  will  be  here  in  spite  of  you,  with 
your  big  "  head  in  the  pot." 

Mr.    Horan  :    You  shouldn't  be  here  at  all. 

Mr.  Kelly :  I  will  be  here,  and  I  will  swell 
your  "  head  in  the  pot J'  for  you  very  soon. 

Mr.  M.  C.  Daly :  I  am  elected  here  by  the 
people  of  Castlebar,  and  I  won't  be  put  off  the 
Council  by  a  lot  of  cowards. 

Mr.  Horan  and  Mr.  J.  Daly  had  a  few  more 
passages,  which  are  not  fit  for  publication. 

Mr.  M'Donagh  said  the  Irish  people  were 
always  ridiculous  by  talking  about  nothing. 

Mr.  Ward's  unanimous  co-option  was  again 
declared,  amidst  applause. — Connaught  Tele- 
graph (N.),  April  28th. 

In  many  other  directions  the  inability 
of  many  public  bodies  in  Ireland  to 
manage  their  own  affairs  is  manifested. 
One  noteworthy  instance  is  mentioned  in 
a  leading  article  which  appears  in  the 
Connaught  Leader  (a  red-hot  Nationalist 
paper),  of  May  igth,  1906.  It  says:  — 

"  Our  public  boards,  our  public  men 
go  on  waiting  for  a  Morrison  pill  from 


a  foreign  Parliament  instead  of  taking* 
serious  thought  of  what  can  be  done 
to  employ  our  people  and  staunch  the 
life-flow  of  the  Cove.  The  waste  lands 
of  this  country  total  478,487  statute 
acres.  Have  our  County  Councils  or 
District  Councils  ever  seriously  con- 
sidered the  aff  ores  try  of  these  waste 
lands?  There  isn't  a  boot  factory  in 
the  county,  nor  a  match  factory,  nor 
a  paper  mill.  We  mention  only  three 
which  do  not  require  very  large  capital. 
We  have  had  enough  of  destructive 
work  in  Ireland.  Let  us,  for  God's 
sake,  do  something-  constructive.  W7e 
pursue  with  suspicion  every  man  who 
preaches  constructivism,  but  we  never 
seek  to  do  anything-  better  ourselves. 
The  translation  of  the  talk  into'  action 
is  something-  worth  trying-.  Perhaps 
the  consideration  of  some  of  the  sta- 
tistics we  give  will  rouse  our  public 
men.  We  wrote  impassionedly  last 
week  on  this  subject,  we  write  no  less 
impassionedly  now  though  our  desires 
are  masked  behind  an  array  of  cold 
statistics.  The  subject  must  be  grap- 
pled with  at  once,  and  it  is  for  our 
people  to  see  to  it  that  there  is  no 
longer  any  playing  with  the  question." 
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Lady  flberd^n  Not  Wanted. 

Not  even  the  presence  of  a  Home  Rule 
Lord  Lieutenant  and  his  wife  in  Dublin 
can  induce  some  Nationalists  to  "  keep  a 
civil  tongue  in  their  heads."  Lady  Aber- 
deen is  not  merely  a  Home  Ruler,  but  is 
one  who  takes  an  active  interest  in  every 
movement  for  the  material  welfare  of  the 
Irish  people.  No  one  can  deny  her 
benevolent  intentions,  whatever  may  be 
thought  of  her  politics.  Yet  for  all  this 
some  of  the  members  of  the  North  Dublin 
Union  have  gone  out  of  their  way  to 
grossly  insult  her  (though  they  were 
careful  to  explain  that  it  was  only  in  her 
official  character  that  they  opposed  her), 
as  may  be  seen  by  the  subjoined  report 
of  its  Board  of  Guardians'  meeting  on 
May  1 6th,  1906,  taken  from  the  Freeman's 
Journal  (N.),  of  the  following  day:  — 

Mr.  Doyle  said  he  found  a  statement 
on  the  minutes  that  a  number  of  the 
Guardians  were  to  meet  Lady  Aber- 
deen there  on  the  22nd  inst.,  but  the 
minutes  did  not  contain  a  statement  of 
the  protest  that  had  been  made  by  Mrs. 
Wyse  Power.  He  (Mr.  Doyle)  ob- 
jected to  Lady  Aberdeen  being1 
invited  there  by  anybody 
whilst  she  and  her  husband 
occupied  the  position  of  being: 
heads  of  the  British  occupa- 
tion of  this  country.  He  had 
nothing  whatever  to  say  disrespectful 
of  Lady  Aberdeen  and  Lord  Aberdeen 
as  a  lac*»'  and  a  gentleman;  but  he 
contended  that  on  the  prin- 
ciple of  Irish  National  inde- 
pendence they  could  not  com- 
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promise  their  position  by  in- 
viting- the  representatives  of 
the  British  Government  to  that 
boardroom.  He  therefore  moved  : 

"  That  the  Board  directs  Miss  Rath- 
borne  to  be  informed  that  when  it 
granted  her  the  use  of  the  boardroom 
for  a  sale  of  work  it  did  not  grant  per- 
mission that  the  representatives  of 
Dublin  Castle  should  be  invii  d  as 
patrons. " 

Chairman:  Mr.  Doyle,  I  can't  take 
that  resolution.  In  fact,  we  are  out 
of  order  in  discussing-  it  at  all,  for  we 
finished  it  on  the  last  day,  when  there 
was  an  expression  of  opinion  from  Mrs. 
Wyse  Power. 

Mr.  Doyle  said  the  popularity 
of  Lord  and  Lady  Aberdeen 
was  the  very  worst  thing-  that 
could  happen  this  country. 

The  Chairman  said  the  Board  had 
absolutely  nothing-  to  do>  with  the  sale 
of  work.  They  had  granted  a  permis- 
sion that  had  been  given  for  years  to 
hold  the  sale  of  work. 

Mrs.  Wyse  Power :  Not  in  the 
boardroom. 

Chairman :  We  did  not  limit  her  in- 
vitations. We  only  suggested  that 
some  of  the  Guardians  should,  if  pos- 
sible, go  there. 

Mr.  Molloy  said  that  if  Lady  Aber- 
deen did  come  she  ought  to  get  a 
proper  reception.  Irishmen  were  proud 
of  Lady  Aberdeen  and  her  Party. 

Mr.  Dinnage :  This  would  add  to  the 
dignity  of  the  Board. 

A  Guardian :  I  think  we  ought  to 
allow  this  matter  to  pass  off. 

Chairman  :  That  is  my  ruling.  Those 
who  wanted  to  make  a  protest  have 
made  it.

How  to    Treat  a    Protestant 
Minister. 


In  certain  parts  of  Ireland  a  Roman 
Catholic  priest  may  abuse  the  Protestant 
religion  to  his  heart's  content,  and  curse 
England  until  he  g-ets  black  in  the  face, 
yet  but  very  few  in  his  own  communion 
will  even  mildly  criticise  his  conduct.  On 
the  contrary  it  is  looked  upon  as  worthy 
of  all  praise,  not  seldom  evoking-  shouts 
of  approval  from  public  bodies  elected  by 
the  people.  This,  the  Rev.  J.  O.  Han- 
nay,  Rector  of  Westport,  Co.  Mayo,  has 
found  out  to  his  cost.  This  gentleman 
has  been  a  firm  supporter  of  the  Gaelic 
Leagoie,  and  has  publicly  said  many 
things  in  its  favour  which  have  greatly 
pleased  the  Nationalists,  who  have  ever 
since  loudly  sung-  his  praises  as  a  broad- 
minded  Protestant  clergyman.  But  re- 
cently Mr.  Hannay  has  taken  to  write 
novels  depicting-  life  m  Ireland,  in  which 
he  has  shown  up  the  shady  side  of  priestly 
life  in  Ireland.  The  religious  liberty 
freely  granted  to  Roman  Catholic  priests 
to  criticise  Protestants  and  Protestantism 
is  a  thing-  which,  in  the  estimation  of  the 
Nationalists,  oug-ht  on  no  account  to  be 
granted  to  Protestant  Ministers.  There 
lives  at  this  same  Westport  a  Roman 
Catholic  priest  named  Father  McDonald, 
who  last  year  distinguished  himself  by  a 
cowardly  assault,  in  a  Westport  street,  on 
an  inoffensive  Protestant  colporteur,  by 
cruelly  kicking-  him  in  the  shins  for  pre- 
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sumingf  to  sell  one  copy  of  the  Christian 
Irishman  in  that  town !  Father  McDonald 
was  very  proud  of  his  cowardly  kicking", 
and  the  local  representative  Boards 
thanked  him  for  his  services. 

Father  McDonald  has  now  written  a 
letter  fiercely  attacking"  the  Rev.  J.  O. 
Hannay,  for  daring1,  in  his  book,  to  re- 
present the  misconduct  of  some — not  all  by 
any  means — Roman  Catholic  priests  in 
Ireland.  In  this  letter  the  priest  uses 
language  of  the  most  scurrilous  and  in- 
sulting kind,  such  as  no  gentleman  would 
think  of  noticing-.  Not  so  the  Westport 
Board  of  Guardians,  who,  at  their  meet- 
ing- on  May  lyth,  discussed  the  contro- 
versy at  great  length,  and  unanimously 
passed  a  resolution  demanding  that  the 
Local  Government  Board  shall  at  once 
remove  Mr.  Hannay  from  the  position  of 
Protestant  Chaplain  to  the  Westport 
Workhouse.  The  discussion  which  took 
place  on  this  resolution  is  most  instruc- 
tive. 

Of  course,  no  one  would  have  any  right 
to  complain  if  the  Guardians  had  confined 
themselves  to  fair  comment,  and  a  refu- 
tation of  what  Mr.  Hannay  had  written; 
but  several  of  them  went  much  further 
than  this,  and  resorted  to  a  recommenda- 
tion of  personal  violence  which  was  most 
discreditable.  The  mover  of  the  reso- 
lution, a  Mr.  McNamara,  said:-- 

Mustn't  that  man  have  a  front  of 
brass  to  walk  the  streets  of  this  town 
in  face  of  the  people  he  has  so  grossly 
defamed,  and  to  say  there  was  a  priest 
dragged  through  the  streets?  But  I 
know  a  clergyman  living:  in 
Westport  who  deserves  to  be 
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through   the   streets, 

and  he  is  not  a  clergyman  of  the 
Catholic  Church,  and  if  he  was 
dragged  through  the  streets 
he  should  be  pitched  into  the 
river,  where  he  would  get  an  oppor- 
tunity of  cleansing-  his  foul-mouthed 
tongue.  (Hear,  hear.) 

Mr.  Vesey :    You  are  quite  right. 

Mr.  Grimes  said  he  always  had  the 
opinion  that  Mr.  Hannay  was  a  cour- 
teous and  fair-minded  gentleman,  but 
he  found  out  now  that  he  had  not  the 
spark  of  a  gentleman  in  him. 

Mr.  T.  Gallagher :  He  is  a  wolf  in 
sheep's  clothing. 

Guardian:  The  best  thing:  he 
can  do  is  to  skip  the  country. 

Mr.  Kelly:  He  should  be  kicked 
out  of  the  Gaelic  League. 

Mr.  E.  Sweeney  said  if  Mr.  Hannay 
did  not  apologise  he  would  use  his 
best  endeavours  to  have  him  dismissed 
by  the  Board. 

Mr.  Grimes  :  The  Local  Government 
Board  would  not  sanction  his  dismissal, 
but  we  could  reduce  his  salary. 

Mr.  E.  Sweeney :  I  would  fight  it 
out  with  them. 

Clerk  :  His  salary  is  £12  a  year,  and 
you  have  no  power  to  reduce  it,  as  he 
was  appointed  by  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board. 

Mr.  Sweeney :  He  should  not  be 
allowed  to  live  in  Westport  at 
all — Western  People  (N.),  May  igth, 
1906. 
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fln   Intimidatory  Meeting. 

VIOLENT    SPEECH     BY     MR.     CONOR 
O  KELLY,     M.P. 

On  May  5th  a  larg-e  meeting"  of  Na- 
tionalists was  held  at  Ardag-h,  Co'.  Mayo, 
for  the  purpose  of  protesting-  against  the 
advertised  sale  by  public  auction,  in  seven 
lots,  of  the  Crannagfh  Farm  in  that  lo- 
cality, instead  of  it  being"  sold  under  the 
Land  Act  of  1903,  to  the  Congested  Dis- 
tricts Board,  and  then  divided  into  small 
lots  among-st  the  small  farmers.  In  a  free 
country  everyone  has  a  rig-ht  to  protect 
ag-ainst  what  he  dislikes,  provided  he 
does  so  in  a  constitutional  manner ;  but 
this  particular  meeting-  was  called  to- 
g-ether for  the  purposes  of  intimidation 
rather  than  protest,  and,  consequently, 
threats  were  freely  uttered  ag-ainst  any 
man  who  shoaild  dare  to  bid  at  the  auction 
for  any  portion  of  the  Crannag'h  Farm. 
The  principal  speaker  was  Mr.  Conor 
O'Kelly,  M.P.  He  said :- 

The  subject  that  we  are  to  discuss 
to-day  is  one  of  vital  importance  to 
every  body  of  tenants  in  this  country, 
and,  indeed,  I  might  say,  in  this  pro- 
vince, and  I  hope  the  report  of  our  pro- 
ceeding's will  be  read  and  pondered  over 
by  every  body  of  tenants  in  the  West 
of  Ireland,  and  that  the  advice 
from  this  meeting-,  not  merely 
to  the  tenants  of  Ardagh,  but 
to  the  tenants  of  the  West 
generally,  w;n  be  accepted  and 
acted  upon.  (Hear,  hear.) 
Most  assuredly  the  only  way  is 
by  having-  nothing-  whatever  to  do, 
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good,  bad,  or  indifferent,  direct  or  in- 
direct, with  next  Tuesday's  auction — 
by  leaving-  it  severely  alone,  and  by  in- 
fluencing- all  our  friends  to  do  the  same 
by  .methods  of  peaceful  argument  and 
persuasion,  and  by  making  it 
clear  to  all  outsiders  who  may 
cast  selfish  eyes  on  this  farm, 
and  all  "  insiders,"  too,  that 
any  interference  on  their  part 
win  be  bitterly  resented,  and 
that  if  they  had  the  temerity 
to  purchase  they  would  have 
to  be  regarded  just  as  wo 
always  regard  grabbers,  and 
deal  with  them  accordingly. 
(Loud  cheers.)  What  I  mean 
by  dealing  with  them  accord- 
ingly is  that  the  people,  in  the 
exercise  of  their  incontestable  right, 
would  refuse  to  work  for  them 
or  hold  any  intercourse  or 
dealing-s  of  any  kind  with 
them,  while  at  the  same  time  rigidly 
and  scrupulously  avoiding  any  violence, 
or  coming  into  contact  with  the  law  of 
the  land ;  and  when  outsiders  and  in- 
siders know  that  is  your  solemn  de- 
cision here  to-day,  and  that  you  mean 
to  observe  it,  the  temptations  which 
the  Crannagh  Farm  holds  out  for  these 
gentlemen  will  lose  all  their  charm, 
and  I  will  be  very  much  sur- 
prised, indeed,  if  anyone  will 
be  found  willing  to  take  any  of 
these  seven  holdings  under 
the  conditions  which  this 
meeting  to-day  lays  down. 
(Cheers.)  .... 

It  would  be  idle  to  deny  that  there  is 
the  most  profound  disappointment  in 
Mayo  at  the  delay  in  putting  the  people 
back  on  the  land.  Some  people  blame 
the  Congested  Districts  Board  for  this, 
some  blame  the  Government,  and  some 
blame  the  Treasury ;  possibly  each 
ought  to  take  a  share  of  the  blame,  but 
no  matter  who  is  to  blame  we  are  the 
best  friends  of  Mr.  Bryce  when  we 
frankly  tell  him  that  the  patience  of  the 
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people  has  been  sadly  taxed,  and  is 
well-nigh  exhausted,  and  that  we  can- 
not be  responsible  if  there  is  in  the 
future  any  interruption  of  the  peaceful 
state  of  things  that  now  prevails  in  the 
West  of  Ireland.  (Loud  cheers.)  If 
there  is  to  be  no  acceleration  of  the 
work  of  the  Board  then  let  Mr. 
Bryce  and  those  associated 
with  him  understand  that 
those  who  find  themselves  at 
this  moment  at  the  head  of 
the  people  will  be  constrained 
to  have  no  further  responsi- 
bility for  maintaining;  peace 
and  order,  and  that  if  peace  and 
order  are  interfered  with  in  future  the 
blame  will  lie  largely  on  those  gentle- 
men responsible  for  the  dilatoriness 
with  which  the  work  of  the  Congested 
Districts  Board  is  now  being  done. 
(Loud  cheers.) 

But  now,  fellow-countrymen,  this 
meeting:  has  only  one  object 
to-day.  That  object  is  to  kill 
next  Tuesday's  auction  (hear, 
hear).  This  meeting  is  called  to  ask 
the  tenants  not  to  have  anything  to  do 
with  this  farm  either  by  private  treaty 
or  public  auction  (hear,  hear).  Let 
them  not  for  a  moment  fancy  that  I  am 
doing  anything  against  their  interests. 
They  may  say,  "  If  I  don't  take  that 
farm  some  other  man  will  do  it."  Have 
they  forgotten  what  we  did  to  Padden 
in  Erris?  (Loud  cheers.)  Believe 
you  me,  if  any  grabber  steps 
into  this  holding  he  will  go  out 
very  much  quicker  than  he 
went  in  (cheers).  Don't  be  afraid 
of  grabbers.  We  want  to  get  this  farm 
for  the  tenants  without  paying  any 
fines.  I  say  this  new  demand  for  a  fine 
is  nothing  but  gross  plunder  and 
robbery,  and  we  ought  to  resist  it. 
Therefore  I  say  that  land  is  to  be  let 
alone,  and  not  one  of  you  will  bid  for 
it.  I  would  ask  this  gathering  to  say 
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that  no  matter  who  bids  for  this  land 
at  the  auction — that  anyone  who,  more 
cowardly  still,  sneaks  into  the  rent 
office  in  Ballina  and  takes  it  by  private 
treaty,  shall  be  regarded  from  this  day 
forward  as  one  of  the  worst  enemies  of 
the  tenant  class  in  the  West  of  Ireland, 
and  you  will  have  no.  hesitation  in  mak- 
ing him  feel  by  every  means  allowable 
under  the  law  that  he  is  aiding-  and 
abetting-  a  public  wrong",  and  that  until 
he  atones  for  his  act  he  will  be  regarded 
as  a  man  to  whom  no  decent  man  in 
Ardagh  should  open  his  mouth.  (Loud 
cheers.) 

Later  on,  after  two  magistrates — Mr. 
M.  J.  Melvin,  J.P.,  and  Mr.  Jonn  Davis, 
J.P. — had  spoken  in  defence  of  the  policy 
advocated  by  Mr.  Conor  O'Kelly,  M.P., 
the  latter  gentleman  again  addressed  the 
meeting,  and  said: — • 

"  He  wanted  every  man,  woman,  and 
child,  and  the  women  especially,  to 
turn  up  at  Crannagh  at  the  auction  and 
keep  a  close  and  vigilant  eye  on  gentle- 
men intending  to  bid.  Let  every  single 
house  in  the  parish  be  represented,  and 
he  was  not  going  to  ask  them  to  give 
Mr.  Boland  [the  auctioneer]  an  enthu- 
siastic reception,  but  let  him  know  that 
they  meant  business  upon  that  ques- 
tion. They  should,  therefore,  turn  up 
in  their  hundreds.  He  would  be  down 
himself,  if  possible,  to  protest  against 
this  auction,  this  scandal,  this  highway 
landlord  robbery,  this  recent  device  of 
cruel  and  pitiless  exaction.  (Cheers.) 
They  wanted  this  auction  smashed;  let 
them  kill  it,  and  save  themselves  and 
save  the  West.  (Loud  cheers.)  "- 
Western  People,  May  I2th,  1906. 

The  consequence  of  this  disgraceful  and 
intimidatory  meeting  was  clearly  seen  on 
the  day  of  the  auction.  An  immense 
crowd  of  people  assembled,  and  there 
can  be  no  doubt  that  had  any  man  had 
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farm  just  then,  he  would  have  been 
grievously  assaulted,  and  possibly  mur- 
dered, by  the  people.  But  no  one  did 
bid. 

"  Having  read  the  advertisement  and 
conditions  of  the  sale,  Mr.  Boland  said 
according  to<  it  he  was  bound  to  attend 
there  so  that  nobody  would  be  dis- 
appointed. Circumstances  had,  how- 
ever, arisen  which  he  need  not  dwell  on 
here,  from  which  he  found  that  it  would 
not  be  necessary  or  prudent  to  put 
up  the  land  for  auction  that  day.  (Ap- 
plause.) He  was  not,  consequently, 
going  to<  hold  the  auction  for  reasons 
they  all  knew  as  well  as  he  did.  He  was 
not  going  to  ask  any  man  in  the  crowd  to 
bid  for  an  acre  of  the  land.  (A  Voice: 
"  There  is  no  one  to  bid  for  it.")  He 
thought  it  would  be  very  un- 
reasonable to  ask  any  man  to 
stand  before  that  crowd  that 
day  and  bid  for  it." — Ibid.

A     DANGEROUS     ORGANIZATION. 

There  has  been  recently  founded  in 
Ireland  a  new  Society,  to  take  the  place 
of  the  justly  discredited  "  Catholic  As- 
sociation," whose  intolerance  towards 
Protestants  created  quite  a  scandal  rather 
more  than  a  year  since.  The  new  Society 
has  adopted  the  name  of  u  The  Catholic 
Defence  Society,"  but  it  is  practically  the 
•'  Catholic  Association,"  with  another 
name.  The  principles  of  the  two  organ- 
isations, so  far  as  we  can  ascertain,  are 
identical.  The  Leader,  a  Nationalist 
paper  published  in  Dublin,  has  become 
the  leading-  advocate  of  the  new  organisa- 
tion, and  may  be  considered  its  mouth- 
piece. In  a  leading"  article,  under  the  title 
of  "The  Catholic  Defence  Society,"  which 
appeared  in  its  issue  for  May  i2th,  1906, 
it  holds  up  the  new  society  to  admira- 
tion, on  the  ground  that  none  but  Roman 
Catholics  are  allowed  into  its  ranks.  It 
wishes  that  the  other  Irish  Nationalist 
societies  which  exist  did  not  admit  any 
Protestants  into  their  ranks,  few  though 
they  be  in  numbers. 

"Indeed,"  it  says,  "so  far  as  logic 
and  right  go,  the  compromise  by  which 
the  Irish  politician,  as  a  politician,  who 
is  a  Catholic,  fetters  his  political  free- 
dom by  becoming  '  non-sectarian  '  so 
as  to  meet  the  consciences  of  the  hand- 
ful of  non-Catholic  Nationalists  that 
join  the  political  Party  and  organisa- 
tion, would  seem  to  us  to  call  for  a 
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corrective,  alike  on  principle  and  policy, 
in  the  shape  of  the  establishment  of  an 
organisation  in  which  the  Irish  Catholic 
politician  could  act  fully  and  freely 
as  a  Catholic  unhampered  by 
any  non-this,  non-that,  or 
non-the-other-thing;," 

This  is  quite  in  agreement  with  the 
views  of  the  Jesuits,  as  expressed  in  their 
magazine,  Catholic  Progress,  for  1881, 
page  89,  in  an  article  on  "  Sectarianism 
in  Ireland,"  in  which  it  mourns  over  the 
presence  of  Protestant  leaders  in  the  Na- 
tionalist camp  at  that  time,  and  even 
seems  to  hint  that  their  presence  therein 
was  the  cause  of  the  Irish  outrages  of 
the  period!  Should  Ireland  "recover 
herself,"  it  declares:  — 

"  She  would  reject  the  leadership  of 
Protestants,  for  that  leadership  is  a 
symptom  of  the  element  with  which 
God  is  not  pleased  in  the  present  agita- 
tion. She  would  soon  find  her  O'Con- 
nell  among-  her  laity,  and  she  would 
be  guided  by  her  Bishops,  led  by  the 
counsels  and  encouragement  of  the 
Vicar  of  Christ.  Outrages  would  be 
unknown,  for  there  would  be  no 
admixture  of  misbelievers 
with  her  champions." 

In  other  words,  if  this  Jesuit  political 
policy  for  Ireland  were  carried  into  full 
effect  she  would  be  ruled  by  a  foreigner, 
the  Pope,  and  not  by  England.  This 
Jesuit  policy  is  that  of  the  new  Catholic 
Defence  Society. 

In  a  leading  article  in  its  issue  for  May 
1 9th,  1906,  the  ~Leader  advocates  the  re- 
moval from  all  public  positions — and  not 
merely  from  political  leadership — in  Ire- 
land of  both  Freemasons  and  Orange- 
men. It  gives  a  list  of  several  Free- 
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masons  who  at  the  present  time  hold  im- 
portant offices,  such  as  the  Chairman  of 
the  Great  Southern  and  Western  Railway 
Company,  the  Secretary  of  the  Royal  Uni- 
versity, several  officials  in  the  Dublin  Law 
Courts,  and  others,  and  then  it  adds  :  — 

"  Surely  there  is  nothing-  intolerant  or 
lacking  in  equity  in  suggesting-  that 
all  members  of  secret  socie- 
ties like  the  Freemason  pest 
and  the  Orange  atrocity 
should  be  excluded  from  all 
positions  of  trust,  honour  and 
emolument  in  the  country. 

"'Down  with  secret  societies'  is  a 
cry  that  even  Charles  E.  Martin,  Esq., 
D.L.,  the  'educated'  Catholic,  can 
scarcely  find  ground  to  oppose.  Are 
we  to  wait  until  the  Freemasons  have 
done  in  Ireland  what  they  are  reputed 
to  have  done  in  France  until  we  rouse 
ourselves  to  the  realities  of  the  situa- 
tion? It  is,  in  most  cases,  impossible 
to  know  who  are  Freemasons,  but 
surely,  on  the  principle  that  no-  person 
who  is  a  member  of  that  pernicious 
secret  pest  should  be  elected  to  any 
position  of  trust  or  power  in  a  country 
where  the  majority  play  the  game  in 
the  open,  candidates  for  all 
offices  should  be  required  to 
declare,  if  called  upon, 
whether  or  not  they  were 
engaged  in  that  secret  and 
pernicious  conspiracy." 

There  is  only  too  great  reason  to  fear 
that  the  principles  thus  laid  down  by  the 
"Leader  are  those  which  guide  the  new 
"  Catholic  Defence  Society,"  whose 
working  is  more  fully  revealed  in  a  lead- 
ing article  which  appeared  in  the  Northern 
Wliig,  of  May  I7th,  1906.  It  says: — • 

"  Although  the  notorious 
Catholic  Association  has 
changed  its  name,  it  has  not 
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changed  its  methods.  It  was 
created  for  the  purpose  of 
driving:  Protestants  out  of 
situations  and  filling1  them 
with  Roman  Catholics.  But 
for  a  clerically  -  organised 
association  it  began  badly. 
Had  the  Jesuits  been  en- 
trusted with  the  management 
of  its  affairs  they  would  have 
shown  greater  discretion.  So 
bluntly  did  the  members  of  the 
Association  set  about  their 
work  that  Protestants  wore 
alarmed,  and  proposed  to 
adopt  measures  of  self- 
defence.  This  did  not  suit 
the  Church  at  the  moment, 
and  accordingly  it  was  given 
out  to  the  public  that  the 
Association  had  been  dis- 
banded. But  whether  or  not  the 
Catholic  Association  has  ceased  to 
exist  in  name  is  a  matter  of  small  im- 
portance. For  Protestants  the 
important  fact  is  that  its 
work  is  being  carried  on,  not 
openly,  but  in  a  subtle  and 
therefore  more  dangerous 
manner.  We  do  not  wish  to  play  the 
role  of  alarmists,  and  it  has  always 
been  our  endeavour  to  mollify  rather 
than  inflame  sectarian  passions;  but 
we  cannot  close  our  eyes  to 
the  fact  that  at  the  present 
moment  a  serious  attempt  is 
being  made  to  injure  the 
Protestants  of  Ireland  be- 
cause of  their  religious 
opinions.  It  has1  always  been  the 
habit  of  Rome  to  use  her  power  for 
crushing-  out  those  who  dare  to  thwart 
her  designs.  It  is  unnecessary  to  go 
into  details  regarding  the  latest  cam- 
paign, which  was  engineered,  and  is 
being  directed,  by  the  clerics.  It  is  in- 
spired from  one  centre,  and  it  aims  at 
a  common  purpose.  Protestant  traders 
in  many  parts  of  the  country  have  un- 
pleasant tales  to  tell  of  petty  persecu- 
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tion,  but  the  whole  of  the  work  is  not 
being-  carried  out  in  an  underhand  way. 
The  Nationalist  members  of  Parliament 
show  no  hesitation  in  doing-  the  dirty 
work  of  their  masters,  of  the  Catholic 
Association.  Only  a  few  weeks  ago, 
when  a  private  Bill  was  promoted  in 
Parliament  for  improving  the  drainage 
of  Rathmines,  the  Nationalist  members 
destroyed  it,  and  for  no  other  reason 
than  that  the  bulk  of  the  ratepayers 
in  Rathmines  are  Protestants,  who  are 
not  prepared  to  obey  the  marching 
orders  of  Cardinal  Logue  or  Archbishop 
Walsh.  No  valid  reason  was  given 
why  the  Bill  should  not  pass.  In- 
deed, some  of  the  Nationalist  members 
had  the  effrontery  to  admit  the  true 
reason  why  they  voted  against  it.  ... 
"  The  Irish  railway  companies  have 
come  in  for  a  larg-e  share  of  the  Catho- 
lic Association  attack.  Their  sin  is 
that  they  will  not  appoint  Roman 
Catholics  to  positions  irrespective  of 
other  considerations.  The  railways 
have  been  manag-ed  on  business  lines, 
and  the  directors,  like  the  majority  of 
business  men,  have  been  in  the  habit 
of  appointing-  their  staffs  without  mak- 
ing any  inquiry  as  to  their  religious 
beliefs ;  but  this  does  not  please  th-2 
Ultramontane  party.  They  will  not 
rest  satisfied  unless  every 
official,  from  the  manager  to 
the  railway  porter,  has  the 
approval  of  Mother  Church. 
This  is  a  state  of  things'  that  sensible 
people  cannot,  and  must  not,  tolerate. 

"  A  few  examples  like  Rathmines  will 
only  help  to  bring  home  more  forcibly 
to  the  Protestants  of  Great  Britain 
Rome's  idea  of  intolerance,  and  it  may 
open  the  eyes  of  those  who  imagine 
that  Irish  Protestants  have  nothing  to 
fear  from  a  Home  Rule  Parliament. 
These  recurrent  attacks  on  Protestants 
do  not  augur  well  for  the  future  peace 
or  prosperity  of  the  country.  They 
show,  however,  that  in  every  depart- 
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ment  of  life,  from  the  giving-  of  cookery 
lessons  to  the  management  of  railways, 
the  Roman  Catholic  hierarchy  will  in- 
sist on  having  in  its  finger.  The 
situation  has  become  danger- 
ous, and  unless  the  promoters  of  the 
Catholic  Association  propaganda  show 
a  more  reasonable  spirit,  it  will  be  the 
duty  of  Protestants  to  take  counsel  and 
devise  such  methods  as  may  be  con- 
sidered necessary  for  the  protection  of 
their  interests." 


Insulting  P\r.  Bryce. 

The  Chief  Secretary  for  Ireland  has 
shown,  since  his  accession  to  office,  an 
almost  morbid  anxiety  to  please  the  Na- 
tionalists in  every  possible  way.  But 
there  is  no  grateful  response  to  his  well- 
meant  but  mistaken  efforts.  He  is  being 
abused  most  heartily  from  many  a  United 
Irish  League  platform,  because  he  has 
not  done  more.  In  some  cases  the  lan- 
guage of  insult  is  hurled  at  his  head,  as 
though  he  were  one  of  the  bitterest  ene- 
mies the  Nationalists  have  to  contend 
with.  Thus,  for  example,  the  Secretary 
of  the  Highwood  Branch  of  the  U.I.L, 
writes  about  him  in  the  Sligo  Champion 
(N.),  of  May  igth,  1906:  — 

"  Mr.  Bryce  is  beginning  to  go<  on 
with  his  tomfoolery  the  same  as  Walter 
Long  and  George  Wyndham,  and  the 
rest  of  the  idiotic  servants  of  Dublin 
Castle."

Why   the  Study  of   Irish   is 


The  revived  study  of  the  Irish  lan- 
guage has  a  political  object  in  view,  viz., 
to  promote  separation  from  England,  so 
that  Ireland  may  become  "  a  Nation  "  in- 
dependent of  outside  rule.  Mr.  John 
Sweetman,  formerly  a  Member  of  Parlia- 
ment, is  an  enthusiastic  advocate  of  the 
study  of  the  Irish  language.  In  a  letter 
to  the  Freeman's  Journal  (N.),  of  May  yth, 
1906,  he  candidly  tells  the  public  one 
reason  why  he  wishes  the  movement 
success.  He  writes: — • 

"  The  one  movement  that  is 
leading-  to  the  creation  of  a 
real  Irish  nation  is  the  revival 
of  the  Irish  language.  English- 
men who  are  living  in  Ireland,  and 
those  who  wish  to  be  West  Britons, 
are  quite  right  in  thinking 
that  the  revival  of  the  Irish 
language  is  most  dangerous 
to  the  Union  of  England  and 
Ireland.  But  Irishmen,  who*  do  not 
trouble  about  England,  and  who  wish 
that  they  and  their  children  should 
grow  in  prosperity,  will  naturally  do 
their  best  to  revive  the  Irish  language. "

fl  Priest   Encouraging  Boy- 
cotting. 

INTIMIDATORY     RESOLUTIONS. 

When  a  priest  recommends  his  people 
to  adopt  boycotting-  practices,  his  advice 
is  far  more  likely  to  produce  evil  results 
than  when  given  by  a  layman.     It  is  for 
this    very    reason    that   the    United    Irish 
League  is  so  anxious  to  secure  the  pre- 
sence of  priests  at  its  meeting's,   and   to 
urilise     their     services     as     chairmen     or 
speakers.      The    League    held     a     public 
meeting-   at   Woodford,    Co*.    Galway,    on 
May  1 3th,  when  the  Rev.  P.  McLoug"hlin, 
C.C.,  presided.     This  gentleman's  advice 
from  the  chair  was  eminently  calculated 
to   promote   intimidation    and    boycotting 
in    the   locality    where   the   meeting4   was 
held,  and  wherever  a  report  of  his  speech 
is   read  in  the  local  papers,   since  to  its 
deluded     hearers     and    readers     alike    it 
seems  to  give  the  sanction  of  religion  to 
such     evil     practices.       Amongst     other 
things,  Mr.  McLoughlin  said:  — 

"  I  remark  that  the  police  are  very 
particular  about  our  meetings.  Well, 
the  policeman  there  needn't  take  the 
trouble  of  taking  down  what  I  am  say- 
ing; it  will  be  published,  and  the  reso^- 
lution  sent  to  Mr.  Bryce,  so  he  may 
spare  himself  the  trouble.  I  am  glad, 
said  the  speaker,  in  conclu- 
sion, that  the  people  have  also 
adopted  a  resolution  about  re- 
fraining- from  dealing  with 
planters  and  grabbers,  and  sup- 
porting those  saw-mill  owners  whom 
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Tener  has  sent  here  and  lodged  at  the 
house  of  his  grabber  and  pound-keeper 
in  this  parish.  You  are  bound 
neither  leg-ally  or  morally  to 
work  or  deal  with  any  man; 
you  are  free  to  work  and  deal  with 
whom  you  like,  and  the  law  can't  force 
you  to  work  for  a  planter  or  a  grabber, 
or  deal  in  a  shop  where  they  g-et  goods. 
For  my  part  (continued  the 
speaker)  if  I  never  saw  a 
planter  or  a  grabber  helped, 
or  get  goods  in  a  shop  where 
I  dealt  myself,  but  I  walked 
out  and  left  them  the  planters 
and  grabbers,  I  never  felt  I  was 
committing"  any  offence  against  either 
the  law  of  the  land  or  the  law  of  God 
in  so  doing-;  and  I  think  if  people 
generally  acted  on  that 
principle  of  leaving;  the 
planters  and  grabbers  to 
themselves  and  their  sup- 
porters, there  would  be  few  of 
them  in  South  Galway  to-day. 
(Applause.)  I  heartily  endorse  the 
Portumna  resolution,  and  hope  it  will 
be  acted  on  by  every  branch  in  South 
and  East  Galway.  (Applause.)  " 

After  the  chairman  had  finished  his 
discreditable  address,  a  magistrate,  Mr. 
Michael  Stone,  J.P.,  endorsed  Father 
McLoug-hlin's  speech,  and  moved  the  out- 
ragfeous  resolutions  given  below.  For 
this  alone  the  Lord  Chancellor  ouglit  at 
once  to  call  him  to  account.  Mr.  Bryoe 
seems  unwilling'  to  do  anything,  when 
asked  in  the  House;  of  Commons,  to 
bring  the  misconduct  of  Nationalist  ma- 
gistrates before  the  Lord  Chancellor  of 
Ireland.  May  we  express  a  hope  that 
some  of  our  readers,  who  have  seats  in 
the  House  of  Lords,  will  question  the 
Lord  Chancellor  of  Ireland,  in  the  House, 
about  Mr.  Stone's  conduct  on  this  occa- 
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sion,    and    ask    him    what    steps    he    iru 
tends  to  take  under  the  circumstances, 

Mr.  Michael  Stone,  J.P.,  on  coming- 
forward  to  propose  the  resolutions,  said 
it  gave  him  great  pleasure  to  say  a 
word  at  that  meeting-.  They  had  hearcj 
the  earnest  and  eloquent  appeal  of  their 
Vice-President,  both  as  regards  Father 
Bowes'  indemnity  fund  and  the  dealing 
with  planters  and  grabbers.  He  be-t 
lieved  that  they  would  be  the  veriest 
cowards  and  slaves  if  they  did  not 
stand  by  their  priests  in  such  circurrK 
stances.  They  all  knew  what  Tener 
was,  and  yet  people  sometimes  would 
be  got  to  help  the  like  of  him.  It  was. 
a  shame  and  a  disgrace.  They  were- 
fighting  now  for  the  past  twenty  years 
against  Clanricarde,  but,  please  God  J 
they  would  live  to  see  the  day  when, 
there  would  be  no  trace  of  him  or  his 
grabbers  and  planters.  He  advised 
them  to  stick  to  one  another,  and  leave 
Tener  and  his  grabbers  alone.  He- 
hoped  that  no  one  would  be 
Sot  to  help  any  of  them  in 
the  future  by  work  or  cars, 
or  any  other  way.  It  was  time 
to  adopt  the  Portumna  resolutions,  and 
he  hoped  the  surrounding  districts 
would  act  on  them  to  a  man.  He  had' 
much  pleasure  in  proposing  the  reso-<. 
lutions  : — • 

(i).  That  we,  the  members  of  the 
Woodford  Branch,  heartily  congratu- 
late the  Chairman  and  members  of  the 
Portumna  Branch  o<n  the  efforts  they 
are  making  to  prevent  people 
having-  any  dealings  with 
planters  and  grabbers  on  the 
Clanricarde  and  other  estates, 
and  we  call  on  them  to  publish, 
the  names  of  shopkeepers 
in  Portumna"  who  supply 
planters  and  grabbers  with 
Roods.  We  also  ask  them  to  publish, 
immediately  the  names  of  two<  of  the 
members  of  the  U.I.L.  who  helped  a; 
grabber's  herd  and  emergency-mani 
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to  sell  cattle  at  the  April  fair,  and  we 
pledge  ourselves  to  publicly  expel  such 
traitors  from  our  branch  if  they  are 
from  this  district,  and  if  from  another 
to  respectfully  call  on  that  branch  for 
their  public  expulsion,  and  that  their 
names,  and  those  of  shopkeepers  sup- 
plying- planters  and  grabbers  be  pub- 
lished in  the  local  papers. 

(2).  That  we  call  on  all  shopkeepers 
in  this  district  to  refuse  to  give  goods 
to  such  people — otherwise  we  pledge 
ourselves  to  take  our  custom  from 
them — who  are  helping  grabbers  and 
planters  to  put  their  feet  on  the  necks 
of  the  people. 

(3).  That  we  call  on  the  people  of 
this  district  to  give  no  help  by  men  or 
cars  to  the  saw-mill  owners  whom 
Tener  has  sent  to  Woodford  to<  clear 
the  woods,  so  long  as  these  men  take 
lodging  with  any  grabber,  as  they  have 
already  done  with  Lyons,  Tener's 
pound-keeper  and  grabber  in  this 
parish. 

(4).  That  we  respectfully  call  on  the 
Branches  in  South  and  East  Galway 
to  support  the  Portumna  resolutions, 
and  have  them  publicly  acted  on  at 
fairs  and  all  other  occasions. — Con- 
naught  Leader  (N.),  May  igth,  1906. 

It  will  be  observed  that  a  police  short- 
hand writer  was  present  during  the  meet- 
ing, and  was  addressed  personally  by  the 
chairman,  in  the  course  of  his  speech. 
Mr.  Bryce  should  be  at  once  asked  to 
produce  the  official  short-hand  writer's 
notes  of  the  speeches ;  and  the  Law 
Officers  of  the  Crown  should  be  asked  to 
prosecute  the  speakers,  if  a  legal  action 
can  be  brought  against  them. 
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Lord  flb^rdeen  at  Haynooth 
Coileg?. 

The  Lord  Lieutenant  of  Ireland  paid 
an  official  visit  to  Maynooth  College,  on 
Saturday,  May  5th.  The  Leinster  Leader 
(N.),  of  May  i2th,  says  that  Lord  Aber- 
deen is  "  the  first  Viceroy  in  Ireland  to 
visit  the  famous  ecclesiastical  pile," 
where  most  of  the  Irish  priesthood  are 
educated.  The  account  of  this  memor- 
able visit,  published  in  Sinn  Fein  (the  new 
official  organ  of  the  Sinn  Fein  Organisa- 
tion) does  not  say  much  for  the  loyalty 
of  many  of  the  tutors,  professors,  and 
students  of  Maynooth  College :  — 

"The  British  Lord  Lieutenant  and  his 
wife  visited  Maynooth  College  last 
week,  and  the  English  Liberal  Press 
paints  them  as  having  received  a  glow- 
ing reception.  This  is  part  of  the  Eng- 
lish game  being  played  by  this  lady 
and  gferrtleman  in  present-day  Irish 
politics.  Some  time  ago  Lord  Aber- 
deen, acting  no  doubt  on  instructions 
from  his  Government,  sent  to  the  Lord 
Chancellor  asking  him  to  procure  a  re- 
ception for  him  in  Maynooth.  The 
Lord  Chancellor  requested  a  Catholic 
lawyer  named  Ennis  to  arrange  the 
affair,  and  Mr.  Ennis  visited  Maynooth 
on  Sunday  week,  and  urged  on 
the  College  authorities  to  receive 
Lord  Aberdeen.  He  succeeded  in  in- 
ducing them  to  do  so.  On  the 
arrival  of  Lord  Aberdeen,  how- 
ever, about  one-half  the  pro- 
fessors showed  their  disap- 
proval by  absenting  them- 
selves from  the  reception. 
The  students  ignored  the  pre- 
sence of  the  British  Lord 
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Lieutenant  and  attended  the 
classes  in  the  ordinary  way, 

the  main  body  of  the  students  listening- 
to  a  lecture  on  Irish  Archaeology  in  the 
Aula  Maxima  while  the  reception  was 
being-  held.  The  '  visifp  which  lasted 
2\  hours,  was  intended  for  consump- 
tion abroad  as  an  evidence  of  '  Irish 
loyalty.'  The  British  Government  is 
still  firmly  convinced  that  Irish  eccle- 
siastics are  all  babes  in  the  political  art." 
— Sinn  Fein,  May  i2th,  1906. 


flustralia  and  Home 


A  telegram  from  Sydney,  New  South 
Wales,  dated  May  24th,  states  that  at  a 
meeting-  of  3,000  citizens  of  Sydney,  held 
in  the  Town  Hall  that  evening,  a  resolu- 
tion was  moved  by  Mr.  G.  H.  Reid, 
leader  of  the  Opposition  in  the  Common- 
wealth Parliament,  and  was  adopted, 
giving-  the  support  of  the  meeting-  to>  the 
petition  which  is  being-  addressed  to  the 
King"  disapproving-  the  action  taken  by 
the  House  of  Representatives  in  passing-  a 
motion  in  favour  of  Home  Rule  for  Ire- 
land. While  expressing-  the  heartiest  sym- 
pathy with  Ireland,  the  resolution 
affirmed  that  the  destinies  of  England, 
Ireland,  and  Scotland  were  inseparable, 
and  that  if  the  action  of  the  Common- 
wealth Parliament  were  imitated,  it  would 
imperil  the  harmony  of  the  various  Legis- 
latures of  the  Empire. 
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fl  /Magistrate's  Candid  Com- 
m^nts. 

At  Midleton  Courthouse,  on  April  28th, 
before  Mr.  W.  G.  O'Hara,  R.M.,  Mr.  M. 
Buckley,  J.P.,  and  Mr.  M.  Riordan,  J.P., 
the  hearing"  was  resumed  of  the  Crown 
prosecution  against  Michael  O'Brien, 
Terence  O'Brien,  and  Thomas  P.  O'Brien, 
for  having-  on  Thursday,  February  22nd 
last,  being-  armed  with  crow-bars,  axes, 
and  other  offensive  weapons,  unlawfully 
and  riotously  assembled  at  Sandyhill  to 
disturb  the  peace,  and  for  having-  at  the 
same  place,  on  the  same  date,  unlawfully 
and  with  force  damaged  the  house  of  one 
William  O'Brien,  of  Sandyhill. 

The  evidence  given  for  the  prosecution 
was  of  so  strong-  a  character  as  to  con- 
vince the  Resident  Magistrate  of  the  guilt 
of  the  defendants;  but  the  two  other 
magistrates  decided  that  there  was  no 
case  against  them.  In  announcing"  the  de- 
cision— 

"  The  Chairman  said  that  in  this 
case,  which  occupied  a  considerable 
time  for  hearing,  the  magistrates  had 
severally  made  up  their  minds,  and  by 
a  majority  the  Bench  decided  to  refuse 
informations.  He  dissented  from 
such  a  decision,  because  he 
was  of  opinion  that  when 
three  men  claimed  a  house  be- 
longing- to  another  man,  and 
went  to  enforce  their  claim 
armed  with  crowbars  and 
pickaxes,  they  committed  a 
breach  of  the  law.  The  magis- 
trates who  sat  with  him  ap- 
parently thought  otherwise, 
and  he  should  be  taken  as 
strongly  dissenting  from  the 
decision  of  the  majority." — 
Cork  Examiner  (N.),  April  3oth,  1906. 
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flre   Evictions  ever  Justified? 


Whenever  an  eviction  takes  place  in 
Ireland  a  howl  of  indignation  is  heard 
from  the  Nationalist  ranks,  while  the 
landlord  is  denounced  as  "  the  greatest 
tyrant  since  Cromwell,"  or  something" 
quite  as  bad.  No  matter  how  justified 
the  landlord  may  have  been,  the  result 
is  still  the  same.  When  the  eviction  takes 
place  every  effort  is  made  to<  intimidate 
those  who  are  willing"  to  rent  from  the 
landlord  the  evicted  farm ;  and  if  any 
farmer  is  daring-  enoug-h  to  take  it  he  is 
at  once  boycotted.  No  one  will  work 
for  him,  sell  to  him,  or  even  talk  to  him, 
or  to  any  of  his  family.  We  are  no  more 
friendly  to  Irish  landlords  than  to  Irish 
tenants,  but  we  think  that  justice  should 
be  done  to  both  impartially.  If  the  tenant 
has  his  rig-hts,  so  also  has  the  landlord. 
We  are  far  from  denying-  that  cruel  and 
unjustifiable  evictions  take  place.  But 
what  is  a  landlord  to  do,  when  a  tenant 
allows  his  rent  to  run  on  unpaid  for  years, 
often  because  he  won't  pay  even  when 
he  could  ?  In  England,  Wales,  or  Scot- 
land, no  astonishment  is  felt  when  a 
landlord  evicts  a  tenant  who  owes  only 
six  months'  rent.  We  may  sometimes 
pity  the  tenant,  yet  we  cannot  deny  that 
the  landlord  has  a  rig-ht  to  enforce  his 
rent.  But  how  many  British  landlords, 
we  wonder,  would  have  the  patience  with 
their  tenants  which  those  Irish  landlords 
have  had  with  their  tenants,  who  se-

In  some  parts  of  Ireland  the  best  way 
in  which  a  man  can  hope  to  be  elected 
to  any  public  body  is  to  produce  a  man- 
date from  the  local  branch  of  the 
United  Irish  Leagoie,  demanding-  that  he 
shall  be  elected.  A  case  of  this  kind  was 
seen  at  the  meeting-  of  the  Granard  Rural 
District  Council,  when  it  met  on  April 
30th  to  co-opt  two  members  of  its  body, 
in  the  place  of  two  members  who  had 
resigned.  Here  are  some  extracts  from 
the  report  of  the  proceeding's  which  ap- 
peared in  the  Roscommon  Herald  (N.),  of 
May  5th,  1906.  It  will  be  observed  that 
the  first  qualification  required  in  those 
to  be  co-opted  was  that  they  should  be 
Nationalists  of  the  United  Irish  Leag-ue 
type:- 

Mr.  Kearney  said  he  heard  there  was 
a  g-entleman  very  anxious  to  go  on  and 
he  was  groing-  to  propose  him.  He  was 
a  good  Nationalist,  too. 

Chairman:  Did  the  League 
recommend  him?  Is  he  a 
Leaguer? 

Mr.  Kearney  :  I  am  sure  he  is  a 
Leag^uer  ? 

Mr.  Kearney  proposed  that  Mr.  John 
Halligan,  of  Lisduff,  be  co-opted. 

Mr.  Masterson  :  Mr.  John  Halligan 
is  a  very  respectable  man. 

Chairman:  I  won't  have  co- 
option  until  the  League  re- 
commends him;  I  do  not  care 
who  he  is.  We  have  enough  of 
Dublin  Castle  men  j  we  will  have  Na- 
tionalists while  I  am  in  the  chair. 

Mr.  E.  O'Reilly:  You  must  remem- 
ber Mr.  Halligfan  never  belong-ed  to<  the 
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class  you  refer  to.  He  was  a  Nation- 
alist when  very  few  were  one. 

Chairman :  I  do  not  attribute  that  to 
Mr.  Halligfan.  I  spoke  in  a  general 
way.  l*said  the  candidate  must 
be  recommended  by  the  U.I.L. 
before  he  is  co-opted. 

Mr.  Kearney :  He  is  well  known  in 
the  district. 

Mr.  O'Neill :  Yes,  but  his  name  did 
not  come  before  us  at  all. 

Chairman:  He  is  not  recom- 
mended by  the  League. 

Mr.  Kearney  agfain  proposed  Mr. 
Halligfan. 

The  Chairman  said  he  was  not  in 
order. 

Mr.  Kearney :  I  am  perfectly  in 
order. 

Chair :  The  conditions  of  the  notice 
of  motion  have  not  been  complied  with. 

Mr.  Kearney :   I  say  they  are. 

Chairman:  Was  your  candi- 
date recommended  by  the 
League? 

Mr.  Kearney :  That  was  not  an  abso- 
lute condition. 

Chairman:  It  is  absolute  for 
me. 
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"The    Great     Goal"    of    the 
Young  Ireland  Society. 


The  Young-  Ireland  Society  is  a  tho- 
roughly disloyal  organisation,  its  greatest 
ambition  being  that  of  training  young 
Irishmen  to  hate  England  with  all  their 
hearts,  and  to  believe  in  the  policy  of 
Irish  rebels  ever  since  the  time  of  Henry 
VIII.  Unfortunately,  several  priests  have 
given  this  Society  active  assistance,  one 
of  the  most  prominent  of  these  being  the 
Rev.  Father  Kavanagh,  O.F.M.,  who  is 
its  President.  This  gentleman  gave  a 
lecture  to*  the  members,  at  Cork,  on 
May  1 7th,  in  the  course  of  which  he  gave 
the  young  men  a  great  deal  of  seditious 
advice.  Amongst  other  things,  he  said 
that:  — 

"  The    Young    Ireland    Society    does 
not    seek    to    conceal    that    its 
ultimate    end,   the   great   goal 
around    which    all    lesser   ends 
are  subsidiary  and  auxiliary,  is 
the   ultimate   independence  of 
Ireland.     (Hear,    hear.)      it   does 
not  forego  or  abandon  a  single  right 
which    this    nation    can    justly    claim. 
That     end— the      independence 
of    our    country— -may    be    near 
or  remote,  but  it  must  ever  be 
kept  in  view.     It  can  never  be 
relinquished.        It      is      the     inde- 
structible inheritance  of  the  Irish  race. 
No  generation   of   Irishmen   can   alien- 
ate  it   from    succeeding   ones.      (Hear, 
hear.)    As  long  as  the  Irish  race  exists 
they  will  have  a  right  to  own  Ireland,  to 
govern  Ireland,   to  rule  it  from  sea  to 
sea.     (Cheers.)     It  is  folly  to  talk 


of  g-ood  g;overnmont  by  a 
foreign  nation.  There  is  no  in- 
stance in  history  of  one  country  govern- 
ing* another  well.  It  is  impossible.  It 
is  not  in  the  nature  of  things.  It  is 
true  that  the  Irish  Nation  has  a  right 
to  independence,  but  it  is  also  true  that 
we  cannot  successfully  assert  that  right 
by  the  only  means  by  which  it  would 
be  asserted,  that  is  by  force  of  arms." 

Is  it  to  be  wondered  at  that  sedition 
flourishes  amongst  the  young  men  of  Ire- 
land when  priests  are  to  be  found  thus 
to  educate  them  in  disloyalty,  and  mourn 
before  them  that  it  is  impossible  for  Ire- 
land, just  now,  to  separate  herself  from 
England  "  by  the  only  means  by 
which  it  would  be  asserted,  that 
is  by  force  of  arms"? 


1  Is  he    a   Nationalist?11 
That  is  the  Question. 

The  question,  "  Is  the  candidate  a  Na- 
tionalist ?  "  is  that  which  generally  decides 
a  public  appointment  with  emoluments, 
where  Nationalists  are  in  the  majority. 
The  other  qualifications  for  the  vacant 
post  have  to  be  considered  as  quite 
secondary  to  the  main  question,  in  only  too 
many  instances.  Recently  the  Donegal 
Board  of  Guardians  passed  a  resolution 
declaring  that  they  would  give  the  pre- 
ference in  all  appointments  at  their  dis- 
posal to  candidates  who  possessed  a 
knowledge  of  the  Irish  language.  At  a 
more  recent  meeting  of  the  Board,  on 
May  i2th,  Captain  J.  S.  Hamilton,  J.P., 
moved  that  this  resolution  be  rescinded, 
and,  fortunately,  by  a  small  majority  of 
ii  to  9  his  resolution  was  carried. 
During  the  discussion  a  Mr.  M.  Dunnion, 
Vice-Chairman  of  the  Board,  expressed 
the  view  generally  held  by  the  majority 
of  the  Nationalists  throughout  the 
country  :  — 

Mr.  Dunnion  said  that  he  believed 
they  would  never  have  a  proper  revival 
of  the  language  until  they  had  self- 
government  for  Ireland,  with  a  respon- 
sible Executive.  Towards  this  object 
the  United  Irish  League  had  been  at 
work  for  twenty-six  years,  and  if 
anyone  was  entitled  to  pre- 
ference at  that  Board  it  was 
a  member  of  that  League. 
(Applause.)  When  appointing: 
a  doctor  the  question  for  the 
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Guardians    was    "  Is    he    a    Na- 
tionalist?"    (Hear,  hear.) 

Captain  J.  S.  Hamilton:  I  should  say 
the  question  is — "  Is  he  a  properly 
qualified  doctor?  " — Donegal-  Indepen- 
dent (N.),  May  iSth,  1.906. 


fl  Fals?  Rumour. 

The  Nationalists  are  not  always — to 
put  it  mildly — remarkable  for  their  ad- 
herence to  truth.  Mr.  Joseph  Devlin, 
M.P.,  Secretary  of  the  United  Irish 
League,  is  now  on  a  money  collecting-  ex- 
pedition in  Australia  for  the  League. 
There  he  has  said  some  wonderful  things, 
needing  a  great  deal  of  imaginative  power 
to  produce.  He  seems  to  have  told  his 
hearers  at  Adelaide  one  or  two  "  tall 
stories,"  to  judge  by  the  following  cut- 
ting from  the  Northern  Whig  of  May

Op- 
position    to     Home     Rule"  in     Ireland 
stronger  than  ever. 
"WALLACE,  Grand  Master,  Belfast." 
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Rewards  for  Intimidators. 

There  is  no  more  effectual  way  for  an 
Irishman  in  the  West  or  South  of  Ireland 
to  gain  the  admiration  of  the  Nationalists 
than  by  being-  convicted  and  punished  fo>r 
agrarian  intimidation.  Kindness  to  the 
poor,  and  personal  virtues  are  mere 
trifles,  scarcely  worth  a  smile  of  approval, 
when  compared  with  the  heroism  which 
bring-s  two  or  three  hundred  people  to- 
g-ether to  frig-hten  one  poor,  defenceless 
farmer,  his  wife  and  children,  who  hap- 
pen to  be  out  of  favour  with  the  cowards 
and  bullies  who  too  often  rule  the  local 
branch  of  the  United  Irish  League.  The 
East  Galway  Executive  of  this  League 
held  its  annual  meeting-  on  April  26th, 
and  officially  declared  that,  whenever  pos- 
sible, men  who  are  sent  to  prison  for 
agrarian  offences  have  the  first  claim  to 
be  elected  by  public  bodies  to  offices  of 
emolument  in  their  gift.  The  expectation 
of  such  rewards  is  well  calculated  to  in- 
crease the  number  of  agrarian  offenders 
and  offences.  This  is  the  resolution  which 
was  passed  by  the  East  Galway  Execu- 
tive :  — 

"  We  wish  it  to  be  understood  that 
we  claim  as  a  rig-lit,  and  not  crave  as  a 
favour,  that  any  of  the  prisoners,  or  any 
member  of  their  families,  who  g-oes  for- 
ward for  any  position  under  all  National 
Boards,  so  long-  as  their  qualifications 
hold  them  fit  to  fulfil,  such  positions  be 
g-iven  to  same." — Western  News  (N.), 
May  5th,  1906. 
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The  Boycotting  Campaign. 

The  Secretaries  of  the  Bullingera-  Branch  of  the 
United  Irish  League  report  to  the  Sligo  Cham- 
pion (N.),  of  May  igth,  that  at  its  meeting  on 
May  i3th  :— "  Pat  M'Greal  (Minor)  and  Pat 
M'Greal  (Peter),  who  held  obnoxious  posi- 
tions on  the  Slievenakilla  estate,  and  were 
held  up  to  public  odium  for  the  past 
twelve  months,  came  before  the  meeting, 
and  solemnly  promised  never  in  future  to 
practice  as  in  the  past,  but  to  fall  in  line  now 
with  their  brother  tenants  in  endeavouring  to  ob- 
tain the  justice  long  denied  them  by  their  Tory 
landlord.  Their  apology  was  accepted,  and  they 
were  let  off  conditionally.  Now,  this  is  a  gallant 
victory  for  our  branch,  and  it  proves  in  no  small 
degree  the  many  victories  that  can  be  accom- 
plished by  unity  and  agitation." 

A  meeting  of  the  Portumna  Branch  of  the 
United  Irish  League,  on  May  6th,  undertook 
boycotting  work  on  quite  a  wholesale  scale.  The 
report  in  the  Connaught  Champion  (N.)  of  May 
i2th,  1906,  states  that — "The  committee  had  been 
summoned  particularly  to  see  what  steps  would 
be  taken  by  the  commktee  to  put  down  the 
action  of  parties  who  were  interdealing 
with  planters  and  associating:  with  ob- 
noxious parties  in  the  town  and  district. 
The  matter  was  fully  discussed,  and  the  com- 
mittee unanimously  came  to  the  conclusion  of 
tolerating  no  such  conduct  in  the  future,  and 
where  such  conduct  was  brought  under  the  notice 
of  the  committee,  if  the  person  offending  was  a 
member  of  the  U.I.L.,  he  would  be  expelled  at 
once  and  his  name  published  in  the  Press.  A 
like  rule  was  made  where  parties 
patronise  people  or  associate  with  them 
in  any  way  who  have  been  expelled  from 
the  Branch.  Some  shopkeepers  and  others  in 
the  town  came  in  for  severe  criticism  who  did 
not  join  the  National  Organisation,  and  the 
Secretary  was  directed  to  make  out  a  list 
of  the  names  of  these  parties,  and  have 
it  sent  to  all  the  neighbouring  branches 
of  the  League,  with  a  view  to  showing  the 
outside  public  who  are  the  national 
traders  in  the  town  and  who  are  not." 

Some  of  the  Nationalist  papers,  not  having  the 
fear  of  the  Government  before  their  eyes,  are  be- 
coming more  and  more  daring.  The  publication 
in  local  papers  of  Black  Lists  of  men  who  have 
offended  the  United  Irish  League  is  becoming 
a  very  serious  danger  to  the  law-abiding  com- 
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munity,  and  ought  at  once  to  be  suppressed  by 
authority.  It  is  a  very  serious  thing  indeed,  es- 
pecially in  remote  districts,  for  a  man  to  have 
his  name  in  these  Lists.  To  him  and  to  his  wife 
and  family  it  means  intimidation,  boycotting,  and 
ruin  in  many  cases.  But  what  do  the  cowardly 
bullies  of  the  United  Irish  League,  who  issue 
such  Lists,  care  for  human  suffering  and  sorrow? 
At  a  meeting  of  the  South  Galway  Executive  of 
the  United  Irish  League,  held  on  May  i3th, 
Mr.  P.  J.  Kelly,  J.P.,  in  the  chair:  — 

"The  Secretary  of  the  Clostotken  Branch 
handed  in  the  following  list  of  names  of  those 
expelled  from  the  Branch  for  breaking  the 
rules  : — Thos.  Callanan,  Lawrence  Donlan, 
Thos.  Hynes,  E.  Keane,  P.  Fahy,  W.  Darmody, 
T.  Fahy,  M.  Glynn.  He  said  he  was  much  sur- 
prised that  the  blacksmiths  of  Loughrea  would 
work  for  parties  that  the  Clostotken  men  would 
have  nothing  to  do  with. 

"  The  Secretary  of  the  Kilmeen  Branch  handed 
in  the  following  list  of  expelled  members  for 
breaking  the  rules  : — R.  Burke,  J.  Daniel,  W. 
Shea,  J.  Lawless,  P.  Melody." — Connaught 
Leader  (N.),  May  igth,  1906. 

The  Geevagh  Branch  of  the  United  Irish 
League,  at  its  meeting  on  March  6th,  passed  the 
following  threatening  and  boycotting  resolution  : 
'  That  we,  the  committee  of  the  Geevagh  Branch, 
caution  all  milk  suppliers  to  the  Geevagh 
Creamery,  when  going  or  at  the  creamery,  not  to 
either  lend  or  borrow  with  certain  objectionables 
until  such  time  as  they  comply  with  the  rules 
of  the  U.I.L." — Sligo  Champion  (N.),  May  iath, 
1906. 


Another  threatening  and  boycotting  resolution 
was  passed  by  the  Templeboy  Branch  of  the 
United  Irish  League  on  May  6th,  the  Rev.  J.  J. 
Melvin  presiding: — "That  we  call  upon  the 
Dromahair  and  all  other  branches  in  Leitrim  to 
take  notice  of  the  fact  that  a  certain  man 
in  Dromahair,  who,  we  understand,  is  an 
old  offender,  violated  the  rules  by  dealing; 
with  an  agent  of  the  Aughris  grabber  in 
the  Sligo  market  on  last  Saturday,  notwith- 
standing, the  fact  that  he  was  warned  by  the 
evicted  tenant,  M'Andrew,  and  we  trust  that  the 
Skreen  and  Dromard  Branch  may  bring-  the 
aforesaid  agent  to  a  sense  of  his  duty." — 
Sligo  Champion  (N.),  May  I2th,  1900. 

The  Teeling  Four-Mile  Branch  of  the  United 
Irish  League  requires  that  all  the  local  residents 
who  refuse  to  become  members  of  the  League 
shall  at  once  be  boycotted.  At  its  meeting  on 
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May  6th  it  adopted  the  following  resolution  :  — 
"  That  we  request  all  members  of  the 
League  to  refrain  from  any  further  deal- 
ing: with  those  individuals  who  have 
refused  to  become  members  of  this 
branch,  as  it  is  quite  evident  by  the  attitude 
they  have  taken  up  recently  that  those  individuals 
are  opposed  to  the  rules  and  principles  of  the 
U.I.L."— Sligo  Champion  (N.),  May  i2th,  1906.

REPORTED    MOONLIGHTING    IN    CLARE. 

A  report  reached  Ennis  yesterday  of  a  moon- 
lighting outrage  near  O'Callaghan's  Mills,  East 
Clare,  where  the  house  of  a  farmer  was  attacked, 
and  four  revolver  shots  were  fired  through  the 
door,  the  bullets  passing  into  the  kitchen.  For- 
tunately no  one  was  Jiurt.

DASTARDLY    OUTRAGE     NEAR 
CARLOW. 

On  Friday  night  or  early  on  Saturday  morning, 
28th  ult.,  two  valuable  prize  rams,  the  property 
of  Mr.  Wm.  Ashmore,  Black  Castle,  Co.  Kildare, 
were  killed  maliciously,  it  is  believed,  whilst 
grazing  on  the  lands  of  Mr.  Howlen,  of  New 
Garden,  about  two  miles  from  Carlow.  A  quan- 
tity of  wire  netting  used  as  fencing  was  pulled 
down  and  strewn  about.  The  sheep  bore  no 
marks  of  external  injuries  to  account  for  death, 
but,  on  a  veterinary  examination  by  Mr.  Walsh, 
V.S.,  Carlow,  it  was  discovered  that  they 
were  choked  or  run  to  death,  the  stomach 
of  one  being:  ruptured.  No  cause  could  be 
assigned  for  this  dastardly  outrage,  as  Mr.  Ash- 
more  is  most  popular.  He  is  a  large  employer 
of  labour,  an  excellent  neighbour,  and  one  of 
the  largest  farmers  in  the  County  Kildare.  The 
police  are  investigating  the  case,  and  it  is  hoped 
the  perpetrators  of  the  outrage  will  be  brought 
to  justice.  Mr.  Ashmore  has,  we  understand, 
sworn  an  information,  and  intends  to  apply  for 
compensation.  Mr.  Howlen,  the  owner  of  the 
land  on  which  the  sheep  were  grazing,  is  a 
stranger  in  the  locality. — Leinster  Leader  (N.),

Our  first  appeal  on  behalf  of  the  Irish 
work  undertaken  by  the  Imperial  Pro- 
testant Federation,  at  the  request  of  an 
influential  body  of  Irish  noblemen  and 
gentlemen,  has  been  most  liberally  re- 
sponded to.  The  need  for  initiating  such 
a  work  has  been  recognised,  not  only  by 
those  whose  names  head  this  appeal,  but 
also  by  leading  statesmen,  judges,  and 
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politicians  of  the  highest  rank,  from 
whom  letters  of  appreciation  and  warmest 
thanks  have  been  received. 

It  is  important  that  the  supporters  of 
the  work  should  bear  in  mind  that  it  is 
not  confined  to  the  publication  monthly 
of  GRIEVANCES  FROM  IRELAND,  however 
important  that  may  be.  Several  me- 
morials have  been  presented  to  the 
Government  bearing-  on  current  Irish 
events,  and  calling-  attention  to  serious 
grievances  which  stood  in  need  of  imme- 
diate attention.  These  memorials,  to- 
gether with  the  official  replies,  have  been 
published  in  hundreds  of  daily  and  weekly 
newspapers  throughout  the  United  King- 
dom, and  also  in  a  large  number  of 
Colonial  papers.  In  this  way  facts  of 
vast  importance  to  the  welfare  of  Ireland 
have  been  brought  before  the  whole 
British  Empire,  which  would  otherwise 
have  remained  unknown. 

For  the  General  Election  of  1906  a 
special  collection  of  Tracts  bearing  on 
the  Home  Rule  question  were  specially 
compiled,  and  circulated  in  various  con- 
stituencies by  tens  of  thousands.  In  this 
way  the  working  men  have  been  reached 
and  influenced  in  the  interests  of  religious 
freedom  and  loyalty  in  Ireland.  None  of 
the  statements  contained  in  these  Tracts 
have  been  refuted.  They  have  also  been 
widely  circulated  in  Australia,  New  Zea- 
land, and  Canada,  where  they  have  been 
greatly  appreciated.  The  subject  of  Home 
Rule  was  also  prominently  referred  to  in 
a  Manifesto'  issued  to  the  Electors  by  the 
Imperial  Protestant  Federation.  While 
the  Nationalists  are  widely  disseminating 
their  views  of  the  Irish  question  in  our 
Colonies,  it  will  at  once  be  realised  how 
important  it  is  that  right  views  of  the 
situation  shall  also  be  circulated.  In  this 
direction  the  Federation  has  exceptional — 
and,  in  fact,  unique — opportunities  of 
serving  the  Loyalists  and  Protestants  of 
Ireland,  since  it  is  in  constant  communica- 
tion with  leading  Protestants  throughout 
the  British  Empire. 


Another  work  undertaken  has  been  that 
of  communicating-  with  Members  of  Par- 
liament, with  a  view  to  bringing-  agrarian 
outrages,  intimidatory  notices,  speeches, 
and  meetings,  before  the  Government,  by 
way  of  questions  in  Parliament,  which, 
with  their  answers,  have  at  once  been 
published  in  daily  papers  in  England, 
Ireland  and  Scotland.  In  th'is  way  impor- 
tant and  valuable  assistance  is  given  to- 
wards creating  a  just  public  opinion  on 
the  Irish  question.  These  questions  have 
been  addressed  impartially  to  both  the 
Unionist  and  Liberal  Governments. 

But  the  chief  work  undertaken  has 
been  the  production  and  circulation, 
month  by  month,  of  GRIEVANCES  FROM 
IRELAND.  This  monthly  magazine  had 
no  sooner  made  its  appearance  than  it 
was  at  once  hailed  as  supplying-  a  sorely 
felt  want.  For  the  first  time,  by  its 
means,  the  rulers  of  our  country,  prom- 
inent statesmen,  and  editors  of  daily  and 
weekly  papers  were  made  adequately  ac- 
quainted with  the  very  dang-erous  work 
going-  on  in  Ireland,  aiid  with  the  fearful 
persecutions  and  injustices  the  Loyalists 
and  Protestants  are  suffering-,  especially 
in  the  West  and  South,  at  the  hands  of 
the  Nationalists.  It  is  true  that  others 
have  engaged  in  this  \vork  on  a  much 
smaller  scale;  but  never  before  was 
it  undertaken  on  so  wide  a  scale.  The 
sufferings  and  persecutions,  as  we  have 
proved  again  and  again,  are  not  confined 
to  Protestants.  No  Roman  Catholic 
farmer  or  labourer,  or  even  professional 
man,  who  will  not  bow  the  knee  to  the 
cruel  tyranny  of  the  United  Irish  League, 
can  expect  to  escape  for  any  lengthy 
time  from  its  dire  veng-eance.  Our  ob- 
ject is  that  these  men,  together  with  their 
Protestant  fellow-countrymen,  shall  be 
protected  in  their  lawful  rights  and  occu- 
pations by  the  Government,  and  not  left 
to  the  cruel  mercies  of  their  disloyal 
enemies.  Is  not  this  a  necessary  work, 
worthy  of  the  financial  support  of  every 
loyal  subject  of  King-  Edward  VII.,  and 
every  friend  of  civil  and  religious  liberty? 
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GRIEVANCES  FROM  IRELAND  has  been 
most  favourably  reviewed  by  the  Loyalist 
Press.  The  Irish  correspondent  of  the 
'Record  wrote  to  that  paper  :  — 

The  Imperial  Protestant  Federation  is  doing  a 
distinct  service  for  the  cause  of  Protestantism  in 
Ireland.

We  trust 
that  the  Federation  will  continue  to  in- 
vestigate and  to  publish  until  Englishmen 
know  something  concerning  the  experi- 
ences of  the  Protestant  minority  in  Ire- 
land. 

The  English  Churchman  says :  — 
GRIEVANCES  FROM  IRELAND  is  packed  with 
matter  taken  from  the  Irish  Press,  and  right 
up  to  date,  showing  the  grave  peril  in  which 
Protestant  interests  stand  .  .  .  and  the  work  of 
the  Imperial  Protestant  Federation — which  makes 
this  a  special  matter  and  occupies  a  distinct  field 
— deserves  every  support  in  disseminating 
this  information  among  Members  of  Par- 
liament, the  Press,  and  in  other  ways. 

The  Bel-fast  News  Letter  says  :  — 
Some  politicians  deride  the  cry  of  "  the  Priest 
in  Politics,"  and  allege  that  there  is  nothing  to 
fear  from  sacerdotalism.  If  they  wish  to  know 
the  truth  we  advise  them  to  read  the  latest  num- 
ber of  GRIEVANCES  FROM  IRELAND,  a  periodical 
which  is  circulated  among  the  members  of  both 
Houses  of  Parliament,  and  which  is  doing  ex- 
cellent work  on  behalf  of  the  Protestant  minority 
in  Ireland.

On  the  other  hand,  the  Nationalist 
papers  have  denounced  GRIEVANCES  FROM 
IRELAND  rig-ht  and  left.

The  hatred  ex- 
pressed has  been  so  violent  as  clearly  to 
manifest  to  any  thoughtful  person  how 
much  our  magazine  is  feared.  It  has  even 
been  denounced  in  the  House  of  Com- 
mons, where  it  is  highly  valued  by  those 
members  who  are  loyal  to  the  British 
Throne. 

We  continue  to  send  GRIEVANCES  FROM 
IRELAND  every  month,  gratuitously,  to  the 
members  of  the  House  of  Lords  and 
House  of  Commons,  and  to  about  500 
editors  of  daily,  weekly,  and  religious 
newspapers  throughout  the  United  King- 
dom and  the  Colonies.  We  also  send  it 
gratuitously  to  the  leaders  of  various 
Protestant  societies  and  leading  gentle- 
men in  New  South  Wales,  Victoria, 
South  Australia,  Queensland,  Tasmania, 
New  Zealand,  Straits  Settlements,  India, 
Burma,  Ceylon,  Malta,  Gibraltar,  Chan- 
nel Islands,  Ontario,  Quebec,  Nova 
Scotia,  New  Brunswick,  Prince  Edward 
Island,  British  Columbia,  North  West 
Territories,  Jamaica,  Barbados,  Cape 
Colony,  Natal,  Orange  River  Colony, 
Transvaal,  and  Sierra  Leone ;  so  that, 
with  some  exceptions,  wherever  loyal 
Irishmen  are  found  GRIEVANCES  also  may 
be  found.  These  copies  are  not  circulated 
indiscriminately,  but  on  the  advice  of 
trustworthy  residents  in  each  locality. 
From  every  quarter  letters  of  warmest 
thanks  have  been  received,  showing  that 
wherever  it  goes  GRIEVANCES  FROM  IRE- 
LAND is  appreciated,  and  has  a  distinct 
mission  in  supplying  reliable  information 
on  Irish  affairs  to  our  rulers,  leading 
statesmen,  and  politicians,  wherever  the 
reign  of  Edward  VII.  extends.  Never 
before  in  the  history  of  Ireland  has  her 
case  against  Home  Rule  been  made  so 
widely  known  in  every  part  of  his  Ma- 
jesty's dominions.

startling",  shocking1,  and  outrageous 
character,  which  need  to>  be  made  known 
to  our  rulers,  who,  in  the  long  run,  can- 
not but  be  impressed  seriously  by  the 
facts  revealed,  nearly  all  based  on  the 
authority  of  Nationalist  papers.  The 
Government  has  just  decided  that,  to 
please  the  Nationalists,  they  will  no 
longer  issue  the  official  list  of  Agrarian 
Outrages  in  Ireland.  This  suppression 
of  the  truth  is  exactly  what  the  Nation- 
alists want.  They  are  most  anxious  that 
the  dark  deeds  of  the  United  Irish  League 
in  Ireland  shall,  as  far  as  possible,  remain 
unknown  in  the  United  Kingdom.  Be 
it  ours  to  remove  the  mask,  and  by  means 
of  GRIEVANCES  FROM  IRELAND  tell  the 
rulers  of  the  nation,  month  by  month, 
the  story  of  United  Irish  League  dis- 
loyalty, intimidation,  boycotting",  and 
general  tyranny  over  innocent  men, 
women,  and  children,  wholly  unable  to 
defend  themselves.  Be  it  ours  to  re-echo 
the  cry,  month  by  month,  which  demands 
that  the  Government  shall  afford  adequate 
protection  to  industrious,  law-abiding, 
and  loyal  Irish  subjects,  and  at  the  same 
time  punish  the  law-breakers. 

But  we  scarcely  need  to  add  that  all  the 
work  we  have  now  described — which 
greatly  needs  to  be  multiplied — cannot 
be  properly  carried  on  without  adequate 
and  liberal  funds.  The  expenses  of  this 
Irish  Department  are  very  heavy.  The 
salary  of  a  competent  editor,  who  must, 
practically,  devote  the  whole  of  his  time 
to  the  work,  has  to  be  provided.  The 
cost  of  printing  and  binding  GRIEVANCES

pense every  year;  nor  can  the  work  of 
collecting  reliable  information  from  every 
corner  of  Ireland  every  month  be  put 
down  at  less  than  £go  per  annum.

Kvery  effort  is  made  to  promote  economy, 
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and  not  one  penny  is  wasted  on  this  most 
important  work,  which  has  now  grown  to 
such  dimensions  as  to  require  this 
urgent  appeal  for  at  least 

£3,OOO  a  year. 

It  is  important  to  remember  that  none 
of  the  money  given  to  this  Work  for 
Ireland  goes  to  the  General  Funds  and 
ordinary  work  of  the  Imperial  Protestant 
Federation.
